ALL LOCKER CLUBS 


Will Make Report to Police 
Committee,

“| Will Recommend That All Violat- 
ing Law Be Abolished,”’ An- 
nounces Beavers. 


(Chief Beavers will tnvestigate the 
locker clubs in the eity and submit a 
report with recommendations to the 
police committee ot council -before 
next Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
The chief has been requested to do 
this by the police committee of coun- 


ceil, which began an investigation of 
the clubs Thureday afternoon. The 
committee deferred final action until 


the police chief could be heard from. 


The comrnittee will meet Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock tn order to be 
ready to report to council when it 


meets at 3 o'clock. 

When asked last Aight what sort of 
investigation he would make and 
what would be the line o¢ his recom- 

mendations, the chie* replied: 

“I was asked by the police commit- 
tee to submit a report Thursday after- 
noon, but as I was only notified of 
this nequest at 12 o'clock, I did not 
have time. It is my intention to take 
the list of clubs submitted to me by 
the police committee and thoroughly 
investigate every club on that list. If I 
find any of them violating the law I 
will recommend that they be put out 
of business.” 

“The big clubs as well as the sma) 
ones?” he was asked. 

“Every club that I am asked to in- 
vestigate and that I find not obeying 


an 


the law,” he replied. 
The report of the chief will be 
watched with no little ftnterest, as he 


has repeatedly stated tnat he meant to 
enforce the law. ever since he made his 
crusade against the “houses in our 
midst.” 

At the meeting of the police commit- 
tee it seemed to be the sense of the 
majority that while it might appear 
that several of the locker clubs were 
violating the strict letter of the pro- 
hibition law, all those which are being 
conducted in an orderly manner and 
not for the financial gain of any one 
or two men, should be allowed to op- 
erate. 

Counctiman Andrews made a motton 
that all the clubs be granted permits, 
and stated as his reason: 

“| believe they are all more or less 
violating the law and we should not 
discriminate,”

Physicians Think That Shortly They 
Can Pronounce the Colonel 
Out of Danger. 


Chicago, October 17.—After the last 
consultation of the night, Colonel 
Roosevelt's physicians announced late 
tonight that their patient’s condition 
Was improving. ‘‘olonel Roosevelt 
breathed more easily tonight than at 
any previous time singe John Sehrank 
shot him in the breast at Milwaukee 
last Monday. This was accepted as a 
sign that the broken rib had begun to 
knit. He said he felt as well as could 
be expected. 

The following bulletin on Colonel 
Roosevelt was issued at 10:55 p. m.: 

“Pulse 82, temperature 98.8, respira- 
tion 20. Colonel Roosevelt is resting | 
quietly. He announces that he breathes 
perceptibly easier. He says he feels 
as well as could be expected. 

“Dr. John B. Murphy, 

“Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, 

“Dr. Seurry L. Terrell.”

All of his testimony was of mat- 
ters which he knew in the same “gen- 
eral way" and he became involved in 
a heated controversy with the com- 
mittee in defining just what he meant 
by this phrase, with which he prefaced 
practically every statement he made. 
In the course of the dispute he earn- 
estly tnformed the cammittee that the 
examination of J. P. Morgan and other 
witnesses had been a “joke.” 

Conspiracy of Wall Street. 

The conspiracy of the Wall street 
interests, of which Mr. Lawson knew 
in a general way, included, he = de- 
clared, the defeat of Colonel Roose- 
velt at the republican national con- 
vention, the nomination of President 
Taft and the injection of Colonel 
Roosevelt into the campaign as a third 
party candidate, to “split the repub- 
lican party’—all this without the 
knowledge or consent of Colonel Roose- 
velt. Then Mr. Lawson knew, in a 
general way, a mysterious fund of 
$1,000,000 had been raised in Walf 
street to deadlock the democratic con- 
vention at Baltimore, prevent the nom- 
ination of any of the candidates be- 
fore the convention and to name a 
dark horse satisfactory to the “sys- 
_tem,” »who.was to he elected. 

“I communicated this information 
to Mr. Bryan,” said Mr. Lawson, “and 
as a result Mr. Wilson was nominated 
and the scheme failed.” 

Frank A. Munsey, who preceded Mr. 
Lawson, argued at length with the 
committee against the publicity of 
campaign contributions. It was neec- 
essary, he said, that rich men con- 
tribute, and heclaimed that such pube 
licity as the present investigation had 
enforced “had frozen up the pocket- 
books” of the wealthy. 

He outlined his own expenses in 
the Roosevelt pre-convention campaign 
fund, amounting to more than $11§.- 
600, and told the committee that com- 
pared to the amount he was reported 


to have contributed the real figures 
made him “look like ‘ piker.” He 
estimated the total expenditures of 


the Roosevelt pre-convention campaign 
at $574,000. 
Bought Like Sheep. 
Before Mr. Lawson fad Mr. Munsey 
took tle stand the committee heard 
James ©. Murfine, of Detroit, who de- 


Clared that the recent primaries tin 
that city were “rotten—the worst we 
ever had.” He charged that money 


was used lavishly and that delegates 
were “bought like sheep.” 

George B. Cortelyou, chairman of 
the republican campaign committee in 
1904, was recalled. He gave the com- 
tnittee his recollection of the so-called 
Standard Oil contribution of $100,000, 
which John D. Archbold testified he 


gave to the Roosevelt fund that year.
